Jacobs that they expected trouble at 
Drifton this morning and the sheriff 
reached Drifton at 3 o'clock with a 
posse. All was quiet there.

tect the workmen who might be on 
the way to work. 


At Freeland they met a number of 


strikers and the coal and iron police 
drew revolvers and fired. One of the 
strikers also drew a revolver and a 
demonstration took place, though no" 
one was seriously injured 
Many ar- 


rests were made later.

VERDICT 


'NOT GUILTY BUT DON'T DO IT 


. AGAIN." 


General Smith Not Unqualifiedly Ac 


quitted as Was Generally Sup- 


posed—Unique Verdict. 


Washington, July 2—The verdict of 


the court martial that recently tried 


General Jacob H. Smith in the Phil- 


ippines is unique in the history of the 


American army. The general was not 


unqualifiedly acquitted 
as has 
been 


supposed, nor was he sentenced to be 


reprimanded. From a source of un- 


questioned authority it was learned 


today that the court holds that Gener- 


al Smith to a certain extent exceeded 


the authority conferred upon him by 


his superiors and by general ordcr lOu 


in'issuing his famous ''"kill and burn" 


and "howling wilderness" 
order to 


Major Waller. The verdict in effect 


is: "Not guilty but don't do it again" 


The papers will be taken by the 


President to Oyster Bay, along with 


the records of the Waller case, and 


war department 
officials 
expect 
to 


learn of the President's conclusions 


within a week or ten days. The Pres- 


ident may carry out the sentence of 


the court, or he may rebuke the court 


for the mildness of the finding which 


in effect would be a positive repri- 


mand for the General.
